1 n the Lend Forces the term “field training split up into two periods. 


standard’’ means the set of practical skills 
acquired by the personnel, proficiency and 
team-work of subunits, units and control agen- 
cies ard their capability to conduct military 
operations under various conditions. 


Field training includes tactical (special tec- 
tical), fire, technical (specialised) trainine, ope- 
ration of combat vehicles, and also the moral- 
psychological and physical training of the of- 
ficers and men. 


As the means and methods of warfare pro- 
gress the requirements of the field training 
standard change. At present the Land Forces 
are outfitted with large numbers of sophisticat- 
ed fighting vehicles, complexes and weaponry. 
To employ these weapons and other combat 
equipment in battle every serviceman must be 
highly proficient in his special field and every 
crew must display excellent team-work. The 
volume of knowledge and practical skills to be 
acquired by the personne! is constantly in- 
creasing, whereas the time needed for their 
mastery remains unchanged. That is why it is 
necessary to search for more effective forms 
and methods of training of troops in all sec- 
tions of the combat training programme, with 
the stress on tactics. 

The Soviet Armed Forces strictly adhere to 
the basic principles of instruction, including 
consistency, systematism and training of troops 
in elements essential for victory in modern 
combat. In pursuit of the principle of consis- 
tency of instruction the training year has been 


In pursuit of the principle requiring the train- 
ing of troops in elements needed in war, all 
lessons, drills and exercises are conducted in 
conditions which approach those of real com- 
bat to the maximum degree. 

instruction has to be concrete. Every soldier 
and sergeant must acquire a definite volume of 
knowledge and skills in his special field to be 
competent in it. The purpose of training is not 
to prov'de superficial knowledge about every- 
thing. At the same ‘ime interchangeability in 
crews anc. subunits plays an unprecedented 
role. If some of the members of the crew are 
disabled this does not mean that crew served 
weapons and other equipment should stop 
functioning. 

Since tactical training forms the pith of field 
training, it is quite natural that special attention 
is paid to the study of this subject. 

The Lani Forces employ three basic forms 
of drills in tactical training: tactical and march- 
ing drills, tactical drills and tactical exercises, 
including exercises with field firing. 

Tactical and marching drill exercises form 
the first stage in achieving unit team-work. |t 
is at these exercises that the personel of sub- 
units work on the methods of action in va- 
rious forms of combat, first on the separate 
elements at a siow rate and then on the com- 
plex within the set standard time limits. The 
methods of action which have not been ade- 
quately mastered are repeated until the ne- 
cessary degree of proficiency has been acquir- 
ed by the trainees and until the subunits

The ATOMs belonging to the second 
generaiion can destroy largets at « range varying from 
25 to 6,000 m. Missile velocity was substantially increas. 
od, making | possible to reduce the time of missile 
flight to « target three or fourfold compared to thei 
predecessors 


The further development of antitank means hes led 
to the advent of « third generation of ATGMs. Their 
designers concentrated on improving then hit probab:. 
lity when firing in adverse conditions (rain, fog, snow- 
fall, emoke- or dust-flilled atmosphere), These missiles 
ere provided with active and semi-active homing heads 
and with target laser iiumination. 


According fo many specialists, siong with ATGMs 
tank attackers will aiso include tanks, field and antitank 
artillery, recoilless guns and other close combat anti- 
tenk means in service of motorised intentry subunits.

RIVER CROSSING OPERATION IN WW II DESCRIBED

Nn assault crossing of rivers is one of the 
A most complicated types of combat actions. 
During the Great Patriotic War it was carried 
out by two methods: with a planned prepere- 
ton and while on the move. The choice of the 
type of crossing depended on the given situe- 
tion, character of the enemy defences and dis- 
positions and possibilities of the division's units. 

Negotiation of water barriers with a pianned 
preperation was used in conditions of close 
contact with the enemy on a water barrier or 
when crossing on the move was unsuccessful. 
When close contact with the enemy hoiding 
heavily reinforced positions on the opposite 
bank was of a prolonged cheracter, an assault 
crossing was carried out after the enemy de- 
fences hed been neutralised by artillery fire 
and air attacks. The troop ferrying was carri- 
ed out under reiiable cover of ail kinds of fire. 
During the artillery and air preparation the ad- 
vanced intantry subunits and combat engineers 
were usually the first to get across. They des- 
troyed the enemy weapon emplacements and 
made gaps through enemy obstacies in a river- 
side zone. 

Moving after them on a wide frontage was 
the first echelon of an infantry division with a 
mission to capture an edvantageous line, to 
consolidate on it, to orgenise an p= de 
fence and to secure the ferry 
ment of the other units of the ty 
opposite bank. 

Artillery pieces and morters were ferried by 
echelons so that their main part could conti- 
nuously give fire support to the assault crossing 
and actions on the opposite bank. 


A motorised infantry division was given a 
section of crossing in the zone of its advance. 
Here several points were ised, Their 
number depended on the availcoility of fire 
neutralisation of the enemy, places advante- 
geous for an assault crossing, and on provision 
of units with crossing means. 

Preparation for crossing was carried out long 
before the beginning of combat actions. The 
reconnaissance obtained accurate and com- 
plete information on the strength and character 
of the enemy defences, and the peculiarities 
of the terrain and water barrier. To create the 
element of surprise, all necessary measures 
were taken to conceal the concentration of 
manpower and equipment, and regrouping of 
troops. 

The case in point is an instructive experience 
of an assault crossing by the 98th Guards In- 
fantry Division of the Svir River in June 1944 
with a planned preparation. |t was a very dil- 
ficult water barrier. The river's width reached 
300-400 m, and the depth 5-7 m. On the north- 
ern bank of the river the enemy organised o 
sustained and heavily fortified defence cover- 
ed with engineer works and mine fields through 
its entire

advance detachnent of the \st Guards Tank 
Army reached this area too and started an as- 
sault crossing at once. 

Rapid actions of the advanced guard units in 
forcing the Vistula enabled them by the morn- 
ing of July 30 to extend the bridgehead up to 
4 km in frontage and 6 km in depth. This made

(Text } raining in damege contro! is en integral pert of the 
genera! training of « ship's complement. It includes 
study of the ship's design end its damage contro! facili- 
ties, acquisition of initiel precticel skills, practice in action 
station, co wand pos! end demege contro! perty procedu- 
res during exercises. 

To approximate the situation as much as possible to real 
battle wide use is meade of damage simulation facilities du- 
ring damage contro! exercises. Simuleting fires, penetre- 
tion of outside water into compertments, and demege to 
weapons and equipment helps to train the men psycholo- 
gically for confident ection in « nevel encounter. 

It is not always possible to use al! simuletion facilities on 
@ ship, 80 combet training stetions ere provided on shore. 
They heve compertments similer to those on « ship and in 
which fires, flooding through « “hole” in the hull or « 
“damayed" pipeline can be simulated. 

The majority of demege contro! drills and exercises take 
plece on the ship itseli. To simulate hull damage, use is 
mede of specie! penels comprising « steel plate, a flooding 
chamber and # mounting frame. Each panel is provided with 
® set of detecheble piletes with verious holes and cracks. 
Water is supplied through e fire hose connected to « spe- 
cial pipe in the flooding chamber, from which the water is 
drained by enother pipe when pressure in the pane! in- 
creases as the hole is gradually sealed. 

Pipeline damage i simulated by meens of « pipe one 
end of which is welded up end the other is joined to « 
fire hose. The pipe hes holes end crecks of different sizes 
and cen be fastened on suspensions at different places. 

The above mentioned simulation facilities are arranged 
in compartments where inflowing weter cannot couse « 
failure of the equipment, e.g. washrooms, shower-rooms, 
holds in engine end boiler rooms, or in cofferdems and 
ejector recesses. it is most importent thet the pleces where 
simulation fecilities are installed ere provided with drainage 
or overflow ejectors. 

Specia! attention is paid to water contro! in compartments. 
The locking device to shut off water supply to the pane! 
is checked in good time and steps are taken to keep water 
eway from the electrice! equipment and fuel and olf tanks. 

Training in extinguishing big fires usually tekes plece on 
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shore, on special lire ranges. To simulate lire on @ ship, use 
is made of trays with the edges ben! up 100-150 mm instal. 
led on supports. A layer of oskum or waste soaked in 
waste oj] or diese! fue! is put on the tray to be ignited. 
To enhance the effect of fire, smoke pots may be placed 
near the tray. 

These facilities are arranged on the upper deck «ith 
wind direction and the ship's course duly teken into ac- 
count, If the deck is « wooden one, an asbestos mat should 
be pleced under the tray. 

To simulate « five inside the ship, use is made of « “fire 
starter” provided with an electric primer, When the power 
is turned on, a pareffin-setureted wood-libre board pieced 
in @ metol case is set on fire. Burning goes on for about 
15 min. 

Fires on @ ship may be simulated only in places stipu- 
lated in the formation commander's order. |! is forbidden to 
use smoke pols or naked flames when simulating fire at 
the entrance to the ammunition room, near the ammunition 
room mushroom ventilators, close to ready service lockers, 
fuel and oi! tanks, their air pipes, in paint, boatswain's and 
provision stores, and also neer the only exit from @ room. 

Fire-fighting equipment, including at least 1-2 fire hoses 
and 3-5 fire extinguishers, is concentrated on the training 
sites. It is aveileble to the person re.ponsible for simule- 
tion and may be used only with his permission. 

Facilities for ventilation of compartments intended to be 
smoke screened ere checked in good time to enable 
them to be used in training to put out the “fire source.” 
Portable fans are aiso prepared in advance. 

To simulate explosions, special smoke-puff cherge: are 
used. Some of them produce both sound and luminous ef- 
fects whereas others only « sound effect. Bright flashing 
smoke-puff charges are peinted red and bear the inscrip- 
tion: “Sound, flash, compertment, deck” or “Sound, flash. 
Only upper deck.” This means thet the former may be used 
both on the upper deck and inside the ship, the latter only 
on the upper deck. Smoke-puff charges producing @ sound 
effect are also painted in different colours and bear instruc- 
tions for use. 

it shoula be borne in mind thet it is dangerous to work 
near smoke-puff charges ready for use. 


A special device mounted on a stand is used to simulate 
burning wiring. A cable wrapped in waste soaked in kero- 
sene is placed with « smoke mixture in a canvas hose. The 
device terminals are connected to an arc-welding machine. 
Energising the device ignites the waste. The device works 
for 15-2 min. 

In practising actions for putting out the burning wiring, 
carbon-dioxide fire extinguishers are used Use of water 
and of foam fire extinguishers is allowed only after 
simulation facilites heve been disconnected from the 
wer source.

Marxism-Leninism has never hinged the victory of 
socialism on world war. On the contrary, socialist ideo- 
logy states that socialism is to remove war from the 
life of society once and ‘or all. The more destructive the 
wars the greeter the determination dispisyed by the 
countries of the socialist community in working for this 
noble goal. 


The other so-called ‘theoretical’ form of militerist 
ideology comprises various ‘theories and specie in- 
vestigations designed [0 oppose Marxism-Leninism 
with thew own bourgeois doctrines about the causes, 
essence and historice: role of war and ideologically to 
substantiete the military doctrines of the imperialist 
states. The long-standing aim of such struggle in the 
theoretical fieid is to prove that wears are not condition- 
ed by private ownership. thet they are not rooted in 
the nature of capitalism, but thet they are due to a 
whole range of factors which make them inevitabie. 


+ 1s possible to single out several lines in the deve 
lopment of militarist doctrines. The first of these is the 
psycho-biologicel ine which seeks to justify wars by 
the far-fetched idea about “sggressive human neture.

man's main features, namely his consciousness and sell. 
consciousness, Karl Mara and Frederick Engels pointed 
out thal ever since man appeared he differed from an)- 
mals no that consciousness replaced instinet or that he 
was conscious of his instinet, Second, || the masses some. 
times really favour war end even spontaneously tare 
arms in hand, ther actions are not guided by instine?, 
but are conditioned by profound socio-economic and 
political causes (mainly by the use of force by the rul- 
ing cliques, the calarities and sulfering experienced by 
the masses) which give rise to the pertinent prycholo- 
gical response and make them conscious of the need 
lor waging an armed struggie. 


Irrationalistic theories ‘orm a peculiar branch of psy- 
cho-biological theories of war These theores many 
ascribe wart to “mysterious” ‘“incognisable’ causes 
Werner Picht, the West German military historian, «4 an 
eminent representstive of the irrationaiistic iine in bour- 
geois thought. He described war as 4 ‘phenomenon 
human existence which is most difficult to cognise.” The 
irrationalists tay thet it is utterly impossible to establish 
any eifective control over the forces that lead to the 
outbreak of wars. From the standpoint of theory these 
concepts ere self-defeating, because relerence to i”. 
cognisability is by no means scientific proof It denies 
the possibility of scientific knowledge. However ‘rom 
the standpoint of the ideological struggle the i: era 
lists find it highly edvantageous, because | helps pre- 
pere people ior war. 


Concepts connected with the scientific and technolo- 
gical revolution constitute an important line in the cur- 
rent evolution of bourgeois doctrines about the couses 
and essence of wer. The advocates of thete concepts 
assert that the rapid develooment of technology causes 
man to be dominated by it and prompts him to employ 
technical equipment for purposes of wer. However 
these suthors prefer to keep silent about « factor o/ 
cardinal importance, namely that not every man, ‘ot 
every class anc not every government are interested © 
using technological achievements to prepare for war 
it is only the exploiting classes that are interested © 
this. Their desire for the use of force and for aggres 
sion stems from their social nature. The broad masses 
of people in general, the masses of working people © 
particular, and genuinely people's governments reso.

Lenin proved thet there could be no army “in ge- 
neral,” bul only @ concrete army, belonging to « tate of « 


definite ty> ving @ definite character end purpose, serv- 
ing defini! es end possessing definite combat cape- 
bilities, Acc. 9 og to his teaching these cheracteristics de- 


termine the socie! essence of every ermy. 

The army of the socielist stete differs basically in its 
socio-political essence from ell previous types of ermies. 
All the armies in the history of mankind which came before 
the socialist one, Le. sleve-owing, feudal, bourgeois er- 
mies, carried out, and the bourgeois ones ere still carrying 
out, two functions: interna! and external (by functions of an 
army we meen its main activities as en ermed force). The 
internal function consists in oppressing the working mas- 
s@1, keeping them in submission to the exploiting mino- 
rity; the externa! function, es @ rule, consists in capturing 
foreign territories, ensieving and oppressing other peoples. 
These ere, to to speak, the “eterna!” functions of exploiter 
armies. Al the seme time the interna! function is always the 
basic one. V. |. Lenin wrote: “Everywhere, in el! countries 
the standing army is used not so much ageinst the externe! 
as against the internal enemy. Everywhere the standing 
army hes become the weepon of reaction the servant of 
capite! in its struggle egeinst labour, the executioner of 
the people's liberty.” 

In this connection it is sufficient, for example, to cite the 
fact that the United Stetes Armed Forces have « specie! 
manuel of riot suppression. |t states thet the most effec- 
tive form of controlling rioters is the fire of weapons of ail 
kinds. Moreover, it recommends to fire not to wound, but 
to kill and to fire at leaders in the first place. 

The reectionery and anti-populer cheracter of the armies 
of exploiter states wes sherply intensified es « result of the 
passing of capitalism into its highest end lest stage — 
imperialism. In conditions of increasingly ecute interne! and 
external contradictions, of the growth of the revolutionary 
struggle of the working cless, of the appearance of the 
world socielist system and the growth of its international 
influence, and of the unprecedented ipread of the ne 
tional-liberetion movement, the imperialists more and more 
often use their armed forces or persistently prepere them 
for such use even in spite of the political détente which 
is teking shepe. 
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The principal tasks and purposes of the armies of capi- 
telist states are formed in accordance with the general 
policy of imperieiism: preperation lor wer against the So- 
viet Union and other socialist countries, suppression of 
the natione-liberation movement in dependent countries, 
repression of progressive and revolutionary forces both 
in their own and dependent countries. 


At the beginning of its existence the socialist army also 
performs the two functions, internal and external. But the 
essence of these functions of the socialist army is quite 
different from thet of the previous types of armies. When 
socialism comes into existence the exploiter classes are re- 
pressed in the interest of strengthening the power of the 
working people. Under the objective conditions of growth 
and consolidetion of the new society the internal function 
gradually loses its significance and ceases to exist. The 
Programme of the CPSU stetes thet from the point of view 
of the internal conditions the Soviet Union needs no army. 
Here lies one of the principe! differences between the So- 
viet Army and the armies of bourgeois stetes, where the 
internal function, far from dying out, constantly grows. 


The necessity for « socialist army to carry out the exter- 
nal function is linked with the existence of imperialism, 
its aggressive character and the militery threat it poses. The 
aggressive strivings of imperialism and its military blocs, 
the very nature of the imperialist system — these ere the 
reasons which determine the need of constant care for the 
security of the country, protection of the socialist gains. 


Basing himself upon the theoretical legacy of K. Marx 
and F. Engels and analysing the contemporary historical 
conditions, V. |. Lenin enriched Marxism with new conciu- 
sions and propositions on the defence of the Socialist Mo- 
therland. 


V. |. Lenin proceeded from the assumption thet in the 
epoch of imperialism, the socialist revolution — stocie- 
lism — would triumph not simulteneously and not in most 
countries et once. Due to the law of uneven economic and 
politica! development the victory of socialism is possible 
in one or severe! countries. As for the rest of the countries 
they will stay for @ certain period, even quite @ long one, 
on the bourgeois or pre-bourgeois level. Therefore the 
emerging socialist state will coexist with capitalist stetes 
which ere hostile to it. in this case the victory of the socie- 
list revolution “is bound to create not only friction, but « 
direct attempt on the pert of the bourgeoisie of other coun- 
tries to crush the socielist state's victorious proleteriet.” 


V. |. Lenin showed the justice and lewfuiness of wars for 
defence of the Socielist Motherland which may be forced 
on the victorious proleteriat by the imperialist bourgeoi- 
sie. He wrote: “Since October 25, 1917, we heve been de- 
fencists. We are for ‘defence of the fetheriend’; but thet 
patriotic war which we ere moving towards is « war for 
e socielist fetheriend, for socialism as « fatherland, for the 
Soviet Republic as « contingent of the world ermy of so- 
ciealism.” Such @ war is @ continuetion of the policy of re- 
volution, overthrow of exploiters, cepitelists and lendiords, 
defence of the socielis! cause. 
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is © . Of the foundations of Lenin's teaching on the de- 
fence of the Motheriend. It beceme « component pert of 
Lenin's plan of socialist construction. V. |. Lenin deve- 
loped the politice! and orgenisetione! principles of the 
‘ocielist army, substentieted end solved practically the 
problems of detending the country and creating new, truly 
populer armed forces. At the same time he repestedly 
werved thet it w. not enough merely to creete the army, 
it was necessary to ensure its constent combet readiness 
e 4 capability in order to prevent « surprise etteck end 
being teken uneweres. 

V. |. Lenin said thet @ regular army is “characteristic of the 
consolidated power of every class, inciuding the projete- 
riat.” This stetement hes been fully supported by reality, it 
is the basis for militery construction in the socielist states. 

According to the experience geined, the building of « re- 
quier ermy mey be eccomp! shed in combination with ele- 
ments of @ militie system (universal military training of the 
working people, workers’ militia, etc.) or even teke the form 
of « territorial regular system as it was at one time in the 
USSR. But even in this cease professional! formations pleyed 
the decisive role. 

Foliowing Lenin's behests the Communist Perty reared an 
army of a new type which embodied in its organisations! 
structure, recruitment, equipment, training end the educe- 
tion of its personne! everything which is best and most 
powerful in the socielist system. 

The Soviet Army end Nevy grew end matured together 
with the country. Successfully putting into prectice Lenin's 
plen of socielist construction, the Communist Perty end the 
Soviet people strengthened the Armed Forces, supplying 
them with new combet meterie! end equipment, educating 
servicemen in the spirit of Lenin's ideas and behests. 
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The wer egeinst fascist Germany (1941-45) became « se- 
vere test for the Soviet people. As in the years of the Ci- 
vil War (1918-20) Lenin's Party was the organiser and in- 
spirer of the struggle egeinst the invaders. Its activity in 
the deadly struggle egeinst German fascism, the striking 
force of world imperiaiiom, was guided by Lenin's ideas 
on the defence of the Socialist Motieriand. The Soviet sol- 
diers fought and delested the enemy keeping Lenin's 
@reet ideals in their hearts. And when thirty-six years ego, 
in May 1945, the scarlet Banner of Victory rose above the 
delested Reichsteg it was the Banner of October, the Ban- 
ner of Lenin. 


"Detence of the Socialist Motherland is one of the most 
important functions of the state, and is the concern of the 
entire people,” states the Constitution of the USSR. “in or- 
der to defend the gains of socialiam, the peecelu! lebour of 
the Soviet people and the sovereignty and territorial inte- 
grity of the state the USSR maintains armed forces and hes 
instituted universe! military service.” In eccordance with the 
Constitution militery service in the USSR is en honourable 
responsibility, end defence of the Motherland is « secred 
duty of citizens. 

The Soviet Army hes been brought up in e spirit of deep 
devotion to the Socialist Motherland, ideas of socialism and 
internationalism, frie dship between nations.
